@nd June, 1789.—A young Irishman, named Whaley, 
arrived safely in London after performing a wondectel 
ey for those days. He had started from Dublin . 2 
22nd September, 1758, undertaking to walk to the 
Holy Land and back in twelve months. Ho accomplished 
this feat well within the time limit, and won the sub. 
stantial sum of £20,000, which had boen wagored against 
his success. 

Srd June, 1761.—Omar Effendi, Ambassador from 
Algiers, had his first audience with His Majesty George LIL, 
for the purpose of presenting his credentials, He had 
a over as presents to the King twenty-four horses, 
one lion, two tigers, and some curious sheep. Ho enused 
considerable embarrassment to the co Officials by 
expreesing the desire to have all these animals led before 
him in order to make an imposing procession to tho palace, 
He was informed that this was impo-sible, whereat he 

d much disgust, and finally prevailed on the Lords 
in Waiting to allow him to drivo th horses and sheep into 
the royal garden, though not into the apartments of the 

, as ho had h to be able to do. 

June, .—In ono of tho feuds which were of 
perpetual recurrence in those times, one, Jean Colin, after- 
wards called Colin Maillard, which name he acquired from 
his chosen weapon, a mallet, wherowith in fizht he used 
literally to crush his opponents, encountered the Count de 
Lourain in a pitched battle, and on the first onsct Colin 
Maillard lost both his eyes. Ho ordered his esquire to take 
him into the thickest of the fight, and furiously brandishing 
his mallot, did such fearful execution that victory soon 
d-clared itself for him.

Sth June, 1734.—A churchyard ina bank! It sounds 
odd enough, yet anyono lookin;y at the Bank of England 
would rot find it hard to believe, for this vdifice—opened 
on the abovo date—has anything but. an attractive extorior. 
The Bank buildings occupy the site of tho church and 
nearly all the parish of ~t. Christopher-le-Stocks, the 
churchyard now termed “the garden.” Previous to 
the occupation of t promises, the Bank was 
carried on in Grocers’ Hall, Poultry, close to ‘Ihre dneedle- 
street. The Bank of England originat:d in the sub- 
scribing, by about forty citizons, of £500,000 towards the 
21,200,000 required by William III. to prosecute the war 
against France, the monoy being lent at 8 per cent. 

6th Jure, 1828.—An amusing instance of tho niceties of 
French official etiquette occurred at the assizes of the 
department of — Two men wero on their 
trial for murder; at tho close of the day's proccedinys, 
when tho judges and barristers had left the conrt, an 
altercation arose between the huissicrs and the gendarmes

from 8t. s Fields right into Palice Yard to 
protest against a Bill that had beon passed for removing 
certain disabilities from Catho'ics.

Travelling readers who have groaned at the endless 
monotony of uncultivated embankments will wish this 
society every success in its enterprise, and it is to be 
hoped that, in course of time, we may have railwa 
lanes—pronounced as spelt—a journey through whic 
at moonlight will be quite a lover's ideal. 

The railway lines of Great Britain also abound with 
picturesque stations, many of which show evidences of 
no small horticultural skill and artistic taste on the 
part of their cultivators. For such fitful adornments of 
our lines we are indebted to the respective station- 
masters. 

A stationmaster, if his station has the natural 
facilities for gardening, has even more encouragement 
for indulging in it than the ordinary vi!la-dweller. In 
any case, a tasteful growth of flowers, creepers, shrubs, 
and ferns on a station is certain to enjoy a much wider 

ublic appreciation than anything done by the latter. 
While Jones or Brown can entice his friends to admire 
his garden, a stationaster earns constant and daily 
appreciation from the streams of passengers, amongst 
whom may be the highest in the land. And whit is 
more important, the “ powers that be” on his line are 
not blind to these evidences of care and diligence on the 
part of an official. and when the question of promotion 
arses, do not overlook his claims. 

Some railway companies, notably the Midland, the 
Great Western, and the North Eastern, go much further 
than this, and offer encouragement to their station- 
masters in the shape of money prizes. These compan‘es 
devote a certain figure annum to be divided into 
prizes for the best kept gardens. The stations are 
visited by a committce of directors, together with some 
of the chief offcials of the company, during the summer 
months. 

In awarding the prizes consideration is given to floral 
and other artistic decoration of the station premises, 
and also to the general excellence of the arrangements 
at the station for serving the needs of the public and for 
dealing with the station work. The tests of merit are the 
extent to which the most has been made of the buildings, 
appliances, and premises at the di 1 of each 
stationmaster, to the general cleanliness and tidinors of 
the station staff, and of the platforms, waiting rooms, 
sheds, outbuildings and all parts of the stution premises, 
both external and internal, and to the skill and care 
displayed in the arrangement of the various notices sent 
to the station for exhibition. 

While nearly all the prizes go to the country stations 
on account of, the greater opportunities of time and 
space at disposal, there are many towns which , 
beantifnl stations. Tho North don suburhs of New 
Southgate and Barnsbury are cases in point, both 
stations being prettily cultivated. Stratford-on-Avon 
receives its numerous pilcrims on a tastefully adorned 
station. Solibull. a town in Warwickshire. has a beantiful 
nursery built 80 close to the line that it appears to be part 
of the station. Tynemouth Station, on the North 
Eastern, though a massive town station, being a hand- 
some structnre of glass and iron, is beautifully 
decorated with baskets of flowers and shrubs, and 
Mr. Leo, the stationmaster, has had the bonour of 
being inelnded in the first class of the North Eastern 
competition for six years.

TREAT YOUR PIPE KINDLY. 


How to Get the Most Enjoyment Out of Tobacco. 


Or the several ways in which tobacco is used, the 
inal Gue of smoking it in a pipe is undoubtedly the 
least harmful. If it is not begun too early in life nor 
panned to an —_ i; is, we think, difficult ae Trove 
that smoking is injurious in any whatever. 
The Fass pipe is made of briar-root, with a short and 
straight, or very slightly curved, stem. The mouth- 
piece should be amber, or ebonized gutta-percha. Such 
a pipe is easy to hold in the mouth, and does not inter- 
fere with reading. 
‘When breaking in a new pipe, it shoud be filled with 
cold water for a moment or two before filling and light- 
ing. This should be repeated for half-a-dozen or more 
times in order that the char shall Legin to form without 
really burning the wood. Itisnot necessary or desirable 
to dry out the bow! before every filling, but merely to 
tarn out the water. 

Another point about the treatment of a new pipe is 
not to smoke up all the tobacco until it is somewhat 
seasoned. The ——— of a pipe is the bottom of 
the bowl, and many old smokers make a practice of 
always leaving a pinch or so of tobacco unburnt in it. 

Ww char begins to mako tho bowl of the pipe 
appreciably smaller, it should be cut out. If this is not 
done the difference in the contraction and expansion of 
char and of the wood will cause the bowl to split open. 
But care must be taken in cutting away the char not to 
remove itall. When it is cut too thin the wood will 
burn, and make the fact known in extreme cases by 
frequent cracking sounds. In such cases the breaking- 
in process should be resorted to ay aE 

r long bradawl of medium size is the best implement 
with which to clean out the wooden part of a pipe stem. 
When away from homo a bit of steel wire of the size 
used in making Mayes spokes will answer very well. It 
can be conveniently carried in # pencil-case alongside 
ofa pencil. A straightened hairpin will generally do in 
defauit of anything better. 

But the great point of all in pipe smoking is to learn 
to smoke slowly. When this habit is acquired, the full 
flavour of the tobacco will always be enjoyed, every 
smoke will be a cool one, and tongue burning will be 
unknown. It is, however, very hard for nervous people 
to smoke slowiy. We know of cases where smokers 
have tried for years to check their smoking speed, with- 
oubdsuccess. They probably did not begin to make the 
effort early enough in their smoking careers. With 

tobacco and a root pipe, the slow smoker attains a 
of pleasurable enjoyment in smoking of which 
the rapid smoker has not an inkling. 

Perhaps all smokers do not know that it makes any

HOW WOULD YOU LIKE 
A SALMON SKIN JACKET? 


——o 


SEVERAL garments made entirely of fish-skins, and 
made to be worn, too, were recently put on exhibition 
in the Museum of Natural History in New York, in a 
remarkable collection of curios gathered in eastern 
Siberia by Professor Berthold Laufer, of the Jesup 
North Pacific expedition. Theve fish-skin clothes are 
the work of the women of the remote Gilyak and Gold 
tribes of the River Amur, and very odd garments they 


are. 

The tribes live entirely by fishing and hunting. 
Salmon, which ascend the river wn, are their staple 
food, and the salmon skins, after being treated by the 
women, aaa material for their clothes. 

First the scales are removed so carefully that the skin 
is not broken. Then the akin is tanned and dressed to 
make it durable, and finally the women sew it into 
rments, 

Salmon skin, when made into clothes by the Amur 

Indians, is like kid in appearance and softness, but it is 

tougher than kid—in , almost as tongh as parch- 

ment. It is dyed yel'ow, and red, and indigo and some 

of the garments into which it is made are highly ornate. 

pavone ly enough, most of the ornamentation is on the 
ack. 

The garments are sewn together with fino thread, also 
made of fish-skin. Still another use to which fish-skin 
ia put is to decorate the boots of both men and women, 
sections of highly-coloured skin being sewn on tho elk 
hide of which the boots are made. 

One of the fish-skin ee in the collection is a 
warm weather garment, for it is unlincd. If it had been 
made in Paris it would be called a pelisse. Its front 
overlaps, and it seems to have reached the ankles of the 
wearer. 

In colour it isa deep yellow, and it is highly orna- 
mented. The outer edges are bordered with a fish-skin 
band of dark indigo blue, and heading this is a nsrrow 
strip of red. P the side seams blue panels are 
fastened in a graceful arabesque design. 

The edges of the arabesques are fastened to the body 


| with as minute stitches as if sewn bya machine. Bands 


of simpler design ornament the tops of the sleeves, und 
there are blue cuffs decorated in outline. Another gown 
shows three bands about two inches wide, in durk blue, 
yellow and red laid close together. 

This garment is further ornan:ented with scroll 
figures in blue, each about two inches long, over the 
entire surface. Neur the neck, in front, is a fair imitation 
of a rooster, tail feathers and all.
